EX-BEAR’S HOLIDAY PROGRAM CONTINUES DESPITE TENSION

A decade ago, then-Bears defensive 
lineman Israel Idonije set out to make 
less fortunate Chicago children a little 
happier during the holidays. 

His solution was to play a Santa Claus of 
a sort by providing kids with money to buy 
presents for themselves or others. After a suc- 
cessful first year in 2006, Idonije’s charitable 
foundation altered the program’s focus in the 
second year, following a conversation with an 
elementary school student. 

“I was at a school, and I had a police officer 
escorting me,” said Idonije, who played for the 
Bears from 2004-12. ‘As we were walking down 
the haU, one of the kids came into the hallway 
saw the police officer and he yelled out, ‘Oh, I 
hate cops,’ and he ran back in {the classroom}. 

“So I sat with him in the hallway and I was 
talking with him, and he couldn’t actually 
justify why he hated cops. He was maybe 5, 6 


{years old}. That was a learned reaction from 
something. So one of our board members was 
like, ‘We should add an element of this pro- 
gram,’ and that’s what we did.” 

Now in its loth year, the event has trans- 
formed into Shop with a Cop. Anywhere 
from 50 to 200 children and an average of 
40 officers are involved each year. This year’s 
program takes place Thursday and the young 
participants will get a chance to hit the stores 
after bowling and eating pizza with officers. 

“It’s really an opportunity for these kids to 
build real relational connections with these 
officers that are in their neighborhoods and 
to understand that these officers are there to 
help them and to support them and to be a 
part of what they’re doing,” said Idonije, who 
still lives in Chicago. 

With clashes between citizens and po- 
lice such as the Laquan McDonald shooting 
dominating the news lately Idonije said the 
program couldn’t be more important. 

“I’ve been asked. Are you going to cancel

this year?’ ” he said. ‘And it’s like, ‘Cancel? 
We’ve been doing this program for years.’ And 
more so than ever during times of tribulations 
and times of distress in the community that’s 
the time more than ever where you need to 
open your arms and love the people around 
you and connect with the people around you.”

Chance the 
Rapper launches 
coat drive for 
city’s homeless

Chance the Rapper is trying to 
raise $100,000 to buy 1,000 coats 
for Chicago’s homeless this winter. 
He announced the “Warmest Win- 
ter” initiative during an interview 
Wednesday on WGCI FM 107.5. 

As Chance said during the broad- 
cast, “140,000 homeless folks in 
Chicago and a lot of them are youth. 
Twenty percent of Chicago public 
school children are homeless.” 

He’s partnering with a Detroit- 
based humanitarian organization 
called The Empowerment Plan, 
which hires previously homeless 
people to make coats and sleeping 
bags. 

Chance and the Empowerment 
Plan are crowdsourcing the initiative, 
and a website is live now, warmest 
winterchicago.com. The deadline to 
raise the funds is Jan. 6. This project 
falls in line with Chance’s career- 
long commitment to his hometown 
and social justice, which includes ini- 
tiatives like Teens in the Park Fest, 
Open Mike Chicago and his annual 
#SaveChicago campaign on Memo- 
rial Day weekend. 

Chance’s recent appearance on 
“Saturday Night Live” garnered 
headlines across the country when 
he threw a spotlight on Chicago’s 
problems, mentioning Jason Van 
Dyke, the Chicago police officer 
who shot and killed 17-year-old 
Laquan McDonald on a South Side 
street last year. The recently released 
police dash-cam video of the shoot- 
ing— McDonald was shot 16 times — 
has sparked protests here and across 
the country

A HUNG JURY 

MISTRIAL DECLARED IN TRIAL OF BALTIMORE 
OFFICER CHARGED IN FREDDIE GRAY’S DEATH

The first effort to find a police officer crimi- 
nally responsible for Freddie Gra/s death 
from a broken neck in a police van ended 
Wednesday with a hung jury and a mistrial. 

Officials appealed for calm as small crowds 
protested along streets lined with police offi- 
cers late Wednesday afternoon. 

William Porter’s trial was the first test of 
prosecutors’ case against six officers in a city 
struggling to rein in 
violent crime. The 
case hinged not on 
what Porter did, but 
on what prosecutors 
said he didn’t do. He 
was accused of fail- 
ing to get medical 
help for a critically 
wounded Gray and 
was charged with 
manslaughter, assault, 
misconduct in office 
and reckless endan- 
germent. 

The charges car- 
Freddie Gray maximum prison 

terms totaling 25 years. It was not immediate- 
ly clear whether Porter would be tried again. 
An administrative hearing was scheduled for 
Thursday to discuss a possible retrial date. 

Wednesday was the third day of delibera- 
tions for the jury of seven women and five 
men. They deliberated for a total of about 15 
hours. On Tuesday, they indicated they were 
deadlocked, but the judge told them to keep 
working. 

The jurors made several requests since they 



began deliberating Monday The judge had 
granted some and denied others, saying they 
were not part of the evidence. On Wednesday 
they asked for a copy of a transcript from a 
witness, but the judge refused. 

Before the judge dismissed the jurors, he 
told them, “You have clearly been diligent.” 

During deliberations Wednesday, a hand- 
ful of protesters gathered outside the court- 
house chanting, “Send those killer cops to 
jail.” Upon learning of the mistrial, people 
chanted, “No justice, no peace,” and the dem- 
onstration spilled from the sidewalk and onto 
the street. 

Mayor Stephanie Rawlings-Blake repeated 
calls for Baltimore residents to respect the 
outcome of the trial. 

“In the coming days, if some choose to 
demonstrate peacefully to express their opin- 
ion, that is their constitutional right. I urge 
everyone to remember that collectively our 
reaction needs to be one of respect for our 
neighborhoods, and for the residents and 
businesses of our city,” she said in a statement. 

Gray, who was arrested while fleeing from 
police, died April 19, a week after his neck was 
broken while the seven-block trip turned into 
a 45-minute journey around West Baltimore. 
The autopsy concluded that Gray prob- 
ably suffered the injury from being slammed 
against the compartment’s metal wall during 
cornering or braking. 

Gray was black. Porter is also black, as are 
two of the other five officers charged. 

It wasn’t clear how the mistrial would affect 
the state’s cases against the other officers. 
Prosecutors had planned to use Porter’s testi- 
mony against two of his fellow officers.

For many people, going to college or landing a 
dream job means moving out of state. Not so 
for Sherrick McManis. 

The Bears cornerback has lived most of his 
life and played most of his career in Illinois. 
Born and raised in Peoria, McManis played 
for Northwestern during the 2006-09 sea- 
sons and, after two seasons in Houston, has 
called Soldier Field home turf since 2012. 

Yet McManis is no stranger to change. In 
four seasons with the Bears, he’s played under 
three head coaches. In four years at North- 
western, he experienced firsthand the changes 
the school’s football program has undergone 
in recent years under coach Pat Fitzgerald. 

McManis said he feels no small sense of 
pride when he sees billboards promoting 
the Wildcats as “Chicago’s Big Ten Team.” 
The Wildcats, who had a 4-8 record during 
Fitzgerald and McManis’ first season, went on 
to five consecutive bowl games from 2008-12. 
This year, they return to postseason for the 
Outback Bowl on New ^ar’s Day (ii a.m., 
ESPN2). 

The 27-year-old, who played in the Alamo 
Bowl and Outback Bowl, said he has simple 
advice for the team. 

“Just enjoy it. This could be their last time 
playing football, especially for the seniors,” 
said McManis, who has a degree in communi- 
cation from NU. “I think they did a great job 
this season. ... Just finish strong and get the 
bowl game {victory}.” 

Having earned a reputation as a special- 
teams ace in college and in the NFL, McMa- 
nis expressed at the beginning of this season 
hopes of changing things up and earning a 
regular spot on the defense. 

But after starting at nickel cornerback a 
couple of times during the preseason, McMa- 
nis made a few costly mistakes in the regular 
season— most notably missing a tackle during 
the fourth quarter Nov i against Minnesota 
that led to a game-tying touchdown (the Vi- 
kings eventually won). Rookie Bryce Callahan 
has supplanted him at nickel for most of the 
season. 

With the 5-8 Bears heading into the last few 
games of 2015, it’s not clear what other chang- 
es might be in store for McManis and the rest 
of the defense. But regardless of what’s going 
on around him, his consistency and work eth- 
ic stand out to his teammates. 

“He comes every day and works hard and

“So I think 
it’s a blessing to even be called a veteran in this 
league. Y)u’re doing something right.”
